IDAHO FALLS — Amid intensifying 
.congressional pressure to resume dumping 
nuclear waste in Idohoj Gov. Phil Batt con- 
tinued paviiig the way Friday for what he 
hopes will be widespread public accep- 
lancc of a deal resolving the seven-year 
confrontation with the federal government. 

"1 think we’re going to accomplish 
something that you're going to be satisfied 
with and most of the residents of the stale 
will be too," Batt told the Idaho Falls 
Chamber of Commerce. 

But while he made his comments in the 
center of the limited Idaho support for re- 
sumed nuclear waste shipments, it ap- 
peared the governor was speaking as much 
to the other 90 percent of the state that 


polls show oppose 
more radioociivc waste 
being stored at the Ida- 
ho National Engineer- 
ing Laboratory. 

After being sharply 
criticized during his 
first month in office 
for not vehemently op- 
posing more dumping 
at INEL, Republican 
Batt taken the 

same hard-nosed — if 
not as inflammatory — position os retired 
Democratic Cov. Cecil Andrus. 

Andrus began the confrontation in Octo- 
ber 1988 by refusing to accept any more 
waste at INEL until permanent dumps 


were opened in other states as the govern- 
ment hod long promised. 

And Ban recently wort- extension of the 
two-year-old court ban on all but 27 waste 
shipments pending judicial review of the 
government’s conclusion that more waste 
could be safely dumped. 

“I think the ottack is going wrong," Dick 
Kenney, a former chairmen of the cham- 
ber’s INEL committee, told the governor. 
"We arc Just pandering to the emotional 
fears of anything nuclear." 

Batt, however, pointed out in h(s pre- 
pared remarks that the farther he gets from 
Idaho Foils and INEL the louder the oppo- 
sition grows to waste storage. 

"People who are otherwise calm and ra- 
tional gel highly agitated and almost irra- 
tional when It comes to radioactive ship- 


ments," the governor said. 

But the ‘Navy, which claims national se- 
curity is being eroded each day the ban re- 
mains in eiTect, is steadily building con- 
gressional support to void that order. And 
while Idaho’s senior senator. Republican 
Lorry Craig, soid this week top Navy brass 
know that ploy will not succe<d,«thers in 
and out of Idaho conceded privately that il 
pushed to a vole, the congressional over- 
ride of the eourt bon wilt pass easily. 

The House Appropriations Committee 
did not get to that recommendation from 
its national security subcommittee Friday 
but is expected to act on it next week.

“That 1 was able to graduate, I guess, is 
the only remarkable thing about me," 
joked 94-ycar-old Jones of Kent, Wash. 

As the four classmates gathered and 
reminisced before a lengthy luneh-andr 
gab session at the Weston Plaza, they 
were greeted by a few “youngsters" from' 

21 classes between 1921 and 1945. The 
reunion continues today with a breakfast. 

Some of Friday’s attendees browsed 
through yearbook^ including “The Coy- 
ote” from 1920, while others tried to rcc- , 
ognize fellow revelers. All caught up on , 
the lives of their former schoolmates or j 
talked of Twin Falls past and present.

“There wasn’t very many blocks of 
pavement in 1920." said 93-year-old 
Beer, of Twin Falls, who thinks the town 
has grown ttm fast. 

“It changed more in the past 10 years 
than 1 think all the time before that," he 
said. 

Douglas, of Napa, Calif., said he and 
other alumni who had celebrated 50-ycar 
reunions decided in 1972 they would 
meet as a group the third Friday of every 
July. 


“I don’t think everybody would have 
thought it would have lasted more than 
three to four yeors,” said 93-ycar-old 
Beer of Twin Falls. Beer has served as 
president and treasurer of the Twin Falls 
High School Alumni Association. 

Since Rebecca Boncwell Parker of 
Boise recently died, 1 0 of 83 members of 
the Class of 1920 are still living. Douglas 
keeps track of oil of them ond sends re- 
union reminders. 

The 1920-graduates said they have 


missed occasional alumni-association re- 
unions. Fuller of Twin Falls said the 
gatherings hove become crowded - Fri- 
day’s bunch was the largest yet - but fig- 
ures if 93-ycar-oId Douglas can come 
from California, she should attend too.

Panel grills Bentsen about Treasury role at Waco

WASHINGTON — Republican lawmak- 
ers castigated former Treasury Secretary 
Lloyd Bentsen Friday for his failure to act on 
a deputy’s warning that a planned FBI tear 
gas attack on the Branch Oavidians posed 
“risks of a tragedy." 

Under often rancorous questioning, 
Bentsen told two House subcommittees in- 
vestigating the ill-fated 1993 Waco raid that 
he and his ogency had no role in the decision 


to Ity to end a 51 -day standoff With a tear- 
gas-and-tank assault. 

“I took core of my responsibilities in my 
jurisdiction, ’’.he said. 

Bentsen said he did not recall receiving the 
one-page memorandum by former Deputy 
Treasury Secretory Robert Altman. In the 
memo, Altman reported that the FBI was 
pushing the. plan because negotiations were 
stalled and “they don’t believe il is worth 
wailiAg." 

The April 15, 1993, memo also expressed 


iloubts that Attorney General Janet Reno 
would approve the tear gas plan. 

"The'risks of a tragedy arc there. And. if 
the FBI waits indefinitely, Koresh eventually 
will concede," Altman concluded in his 
memo, written four days before the tear gas 
assault ended in a massive fire that destroyed 
the compound and left more than 80 Branch 
Davidians and their leader, David Koresh, 
dead.

U.S., allies say Serb attack

Under the plan approved by the 
conference, the international com- 
munity will . warn the nationalist 
Serbs to call off their assault on 
Gorazde.

The 
United States has agreed to send 
25,000 ground troops to Bosnia to 
help withdraw the U.N. force, if 
that should that become necessary.

Before the chamber, Batt was 
challenged onthe consistency of his 


campaign to keep waste from being 
stored in Idaho while pressing for a 
permanent dump in Nevada, where 
citizens and their leaders ore just os 
opposed to waste storage. ^ ' * 

Batt acknowledged on “inconsis- 
tent view,” but justified it in part 
because the government has spent 
$4 billion preparing the Nevada site- 
at Yucca Mountain ond nothing to 
make INEL acceptable as a perma- 
nent dump. 

Most of the businessmen agreed 
that the INEL needs to better edu- 
cate the public about the safety of 
its operauons. 

And Chamber Director Fred Sica 
conceded that given that most peo- 
ple outside Idaho Falls arc uncertain 
about nuclear waste Batt has little 
choice but to continue his fight. 


“We ore not proposing to conduct 
an air campaign," Defense Secre- 
tary William J. Perry said. "We arc 
proposing to threaten on air com- - 
poi^." He said he hopes that will 
be enough. 

If there is bombing, Anericon arid 
allied officials said, the attacks will 
be carried out by NATO war planes 
already in the Balkans. The United 
States contributes about half of the 
aircraft and pilots. 

Friday’s decisions here were not 
unanimous, the usual requirement 
for action at such international con- 
ferences. Russia objected to the 
threat of air strikes, but the United 
-Statcs.and.its-majot-NATO nllics_ 
decided to go ahead anyway. 

The West was able to ignore Rus- 
sian objections because the defen's'e 
of Gorazde has already been aulho- 
rized by the UN. Security Council, ,’ 
’meaning,' the A’merienris nsserted;' 
that it will not be necessary for;' 
Washington to obtain a new resolu- 
tion in the counciU where Russia 
has a veto.- 

“The Russians don’t have a 
veto," Christopher said. “There is 
no fiirthcr action by the U.N. Secu- 


rity Council required to take (^is) 
action.” 

German Foreign Minister Klaus 
Kinkel said there was not full 
agreement at the crisis meeting and 
that Russia had opposed military 
action to deter the Bosnian Serbs 
from overruning the U.N.-protected 
enclave. 

France came to the conference 
with its own plan to use the 12,500- 
member European rapid-reaction 
force to reinforce Goraue. 

The French requested U.S. heli- 
copters to transport the reinforce- 
ments. That proposol won few sup- 
porters. allhou^ the final commu- 
nique said the rap id-reaction fo rce 
may be used, if other measures fail 
to prevent the Bosnian Serbs. from 
overrunning the enclave. 

In a related development, Cart 
Bildt, the European Union’s new 
peace negotiator, said he was “vcty 
close" to wrapping up-a dcal-in- 
which Serbian President Slobocbn* 
Milosevic would recognize the in- . 
dependence of Bosnia and other 
parts of the shattered Yugoslav fed- 
eration, in exchange for relaxtion of 
ccnomic sanctions against Serbia.

Hcymann state that at a July 21, 1993, 
meeting, Nussbaum agreed that 
Justice Department attorneys David 
Margolis and Roger Adams would be 
permitted to look at the documonts, 

The purpose: Justice Department 
lawyers would check to sec if the 
material was covered by executive 
privilege or aitomey-clicnt privilege. 
IfHt was — and if it was deemed not 
to-be relevant to the death investiga- 
tion — the material would be with- 
held from FBI agents and Park Police 
detectives sitting neatty. 

Foster, who was deputy White 
House counsel, shot himself to death 
July 29' 1993.

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Regulatory 
reform bill 


dies on floor 


WASHINGTON (Al‘) — Senate 
Republicans conceded Friday (here 
was little chance of reviving a 
sweeping regulatory reform bill 
blocked by Democrats. 

The bill's collapse was the fourth 
major setback in the OOP’s 
"Contract With America" agenda. 

While Democrats said they hoped 
discussions could be revived on a 
compromise, no meetings between 
the two sides were on the horizon. 
Several staunch Republican .support* 
cn> of the legislation labeled it dead 
and buried. 

• The bill, which would place curbs 
on federal regulatory agencies and 
make it ca.sicr for business to chal- 
lenge regulations, was dealt a stag- 
gering blow Thursday when for the 
third time the Republicans failed to 
gel enough votes to cut-off floor 
debate. 

Majority Leader Bob Dole, R- 
Kan., who had called the bill one of 
his top priorities and essential to cur- 
tail abusive regulations on business, 
blamed the Democrats who he said 
"stuck together to bury it." 

Dole gave no indication Friday on 
his next move as the Senate proceed- 
ed with other Jcgislation. A 
spokesman for the Senate leader 
referred questions to Dole’s floor 
remarks ITtursday evening when he 
sounded as if he was prepared to 
abandon the effort. 

"We did our best,” said Dole ailcr 
failing to cut off debate, expressing 
anger and frustration at the inability 
to proceed with the legislation for 
which approval is a virtual certainty 
if it comes up for a vote. Senate rules 
require 60 votes to cut off debate. 

Similar legislation had been 
approved by the House as part of the 
Republicans’ “Contract With 
America" initiatives. 

Dole, in the 58-50 vote Thursday 
night, fell two votes .shy; of moving 
the bill ahead. It was a pittcr setback 
for Dole, who had worked hard to 
muster support for ihc'bill and had 
called it one of his top priorities. All 
Republicans and four Democrats 
joined in trying to end debate. ‘ 

Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, the 
bill's floor leader, saw little likeli- 
hood of reviving the bill and said he 
had "no plans for further discussions 
with the Democrats. Asked if the bill 
was dead, he replied, “It look like it." 

Failure to gain appi^oval for the 
regulatory refbrm measure was the 
fourth GOP “Ccjttract With 
America” proposal IBm -Into seri- 
ous trouble. A balked budget 
amendment to the Constitution was 
defeated in the Senate in March, a 
proposal for term limits failed in the 
. House and a presidential line-item 
veto bill has stalled in a House- 
Senate conference. 

Meanwhile. Senate Democrats 
sought to counter attempts by, 
Republicans to label them' os being 
again-st regulatory reform and cor- 
recting abuses by bureauemts. 

Sen. John Glenn. D-Ohio, said 
Democrats still hoped to produce a 
bill that would deal with regulatory 
abuses. But he conceded there was 
no indication from the Republican 
leadership that the GOP would agree 
to revive a version more to the 
Democrats’ liking. 

“Wc liavc made enormous strides 
in safety and health. ... Let’s not 
throw the baby out with the bath 
water," Glenn said. “1 don’t sec the

Rounding up the Good Ol’ Boys 

Senate Judiciary begins probe of Tennessee law officers’ gatherings 


Committee OKs treasury nominee 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rape and 
narcotics use may have occurred at 
one of the “Good 01' Boys Roundups” 
staged for law officers in Tennessee 
since 1980, according to affidavits 
submitted to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 

Sen. Orrin Hatch. R-Uiah, chairman 
of the committee, said Friday he 
would forward the afTIdavits, which 
have not been veriried, to the inspec- 
tors' general of the Justice and 
Treasury deportments for investigation 
and possible referral to criminal 
authorities. 

He said he would not release the 
affidavits publicly, but distributed 
copies with names and dales blacked 
out to committee members on the con- 
dition that they not be released pub- 
licly. 

“These individuals ... did not want 
their names associated publicly with 
the allegations.' Wc have not been able 
to assess fully their credibility or veri- 
fy their serious allegations," Hatch 
said "Wc don't know whether they’re 
true. They ore serious allegations and 
they cannot be ignored." 

Senior Clinton administmtion ofTi- 
cials summoned to a hearing of 
Hatch’s panel said they had not heard 
the allegations but pledged to investi- 
gate them fully. 

Meanwhile, two black agents of the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms, one reiircd-and one active, 
depicted the organizer of the Roundup 
os a nun who went out of his way to 
insult blacks. 

Larry D. Stewart, assistant special 
ogeni in charge at the ATF’s Atlanta 
office, recalled meeting Roundup 
organizer Gene Rightmyer-at a train- 
ing event in Georgia in 1985. 

Stewart said he and two other black 
agents, Dondi Albritton and William 
Stringer, were involved in a discussion 
when Rjghtmyer approached the group 
and “without any provocation, looked 
toward Mr. Stringer and Mr. Albritton 
and stated, ‘You were born trash, 
you’ll live and die trash.’” 

Stewart also said a fellow ATF 
agent who had attended the Roundup 
recalled seeing naked agents jump 
from a tree onto women attending the 
event.

Earlier in his career, Stewart 
recalled invitations to the Roundup 
being distributed to white agents at the 
Atlanta ofllce. He was not given one. 

“I assume, Mr. Choimtan, that 1 was 
not one of the ’Good 01’ Boys,"' he 
told Hatch. "While no one indicated to 
me that racist material, signs, skits, 
etc., were present ... I got the distinct 
impression no African-Americans 
were present or were ever invited to 
this event." 

The weekend of gicnics, volleyball, 
rahing ond beer-drinking, held each 
spring since 1980, allegedly featured 
the sale of T-shirts with racist themes 
and, in 1990, an entrance poster with 
the words “Nigger Check Point” and a 
racist skit with a Ku Klux Klahsman 
and character in black face. 

Ciinis Cooper, a retired ATF agent, 
recalled being transferred to the ATF's 
Nashville, Tcnn., office os assistant 


special agent in charge. He said he had 
been warned by ATF headquarters 
managers that Riglitmyer had suted at 
the time of his selection, “It would be 
a cold ^y in hell before worked for a 
nigger." 

In July 1985, when Cooper arrived 
in the olTice, he said Riglumycr “pre- 
sented me with a sketch depicting the 
devil in hell, with a pitch fork, wearing 
and overcoat." 

“Rightmycr said something to the 
effect that 'I guess this is n cold day in 
hell,’" Cooper said. 

Meanwhile, Rightmycr issued a 
statement through his lawyer saying, 
“Over the 16-year history of this event, 
I am aware of perhaps three or four 
isolated instances of racist conduct by 
a very small number of attciidccs."

Hatch said Rightmycr was invited to 
testify but did not respond. 

Cordell Malone Jr., a black ATF 
agent who attended the start of this 
year's Roundup, held May 18-20 in 
the lulls of southeastern 'Tennessee, 
said he never observed any racist dis- 
plays and was generally welcomed. 

However, his friend John Scott, a 
white ATF agent, informed him that a 
white officer had yelled the word “nig- 
ger” at a black officer from the 
Cleveland, Tenn., police department. 

. Malone said he ancl the Cleveland 
' olTiccr Icfl the Roundup, timt Scott Id) 
later that niglu vowing never to attend 
again and (hat Rightmycr had later 
called and apologized to Scott. 

Tlie hearing opened with senior 
Clinton administration officials vow- 
ing to fully investigate the incidents 
but saying a rdativcly few federal law 
officers were involved. 

Treasury Undersecretary Ronald 
Noble said the department's inspector 
general has determined that employees 
of the ATF, Secret Service, Customs 
Service, Imcmnl Revenue Service and 
the Federal Law Enforcement Training 
Center have ailcndcd at least one, 
Roundup. 

However, he said, “some of the 
accounts of the ATF's involvement 
may luve been particularly exaggerat- 
ed." 

"Tlie facts ns presently reported do 
not implicate a large number of agenis 
of any of the Treasury enforcement 
bureaus," he said. 

ATF Director John McGaw said 
about a dozen current and former 
employees have participated in the 
Roundup over the y'eors. FBI Director 
Louis Freeh said seven FBI agents and 
one clerical worker had attended and 
Drug Enforcement Administroiion 
Administrator Thomas Constantine 
said 1 0 DEA agents had. 

. Deputy Attorney Gcneml Jamie S. 
Gorclick said the department was 
committed to ending discrimination in 
its workplace but said, “Lei us not rush 
.10 judgment based on press reports," 

“Our law enforcement agents risk 
their lives ... every single day. Wc owe 
them a thorough, fair and objective 
investigation into these allegations," 
she said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tlie nomi- 
nation of Lawrence Summers for the 
Treasury Department’s' No. 2 post 
cleared a Senate committee Friday over 
objections from one senator that 
Summers lied about Me'xieo’s finiiricial 
condition krst year.

Russian ^abortion culture’ continues Report: Yeltsin to leave 

^ 3 hospital early next week 


MOSCOW (AP) — Women who 
come to state Clinic No. 193 for an 
abortion these days may be offered 
something extra: anti-abortion lectures 
and graphic films such os ‘The Silent 
—Scream.'-' 

"We'll work with those who want 
to help us," clinic director Irina 
Tsvetkova says of her decision to_ let 
Association Life, the' Russian afTilialc 
of the International Right to Life 
Federation, counsel in the clinic. 
"We're not very experienced at this." 

Tsvetkova also dispenses contra- • 
ceplives and family-planning advice 
— which anti-abortion forces general- 
ly oppose. 

It is a catch-all approach increasing- 
ly common in Russia, where officials 
without much money or up-to-date 
training arc trying to curb the highest 
number of abortions in the world. 

Progress hais been slow. 

By the most conservative estimates, 
Russia had 3 million to 4 million 
abortions last year — more than dou- 
ble the number of births. The rate is 
roughly four times higher than in the 
United^tates, and the average 
Russian^oman, it is guessed, has 
thTM to eight abortions.' 

“We have had on a^rtion culture, 
and it is changing only slowly. In the 
Soviet Union.it was the only m^od 
of family planning,” says Yelena- 
Ballayeva, coordinator of the Open 
Dialogue On Reproductive Ri^ts. 

Family-planning groups like hers 
cite some successes in lowering abor- 
tion through public information cam- 
paigns and contraceptives, but say thot 
changing social attitudes takes time. 

Meanwhile, a small but vocal con- 
tingent of anti-abortion activists-, 
many backed by Western religious 
groups, arc increasingly active. They

“If it costs money, a lot of women 
can’t have it.

In a few days, he said, the presi- 
dent will travel to a sanitarium 
near Moscow. He did not say how 
long Yeltsin planned to stay. 

Yeltsin, 64, was admitted to the 
hospital July-1 1 for what was 
described as acute pain related to 
^heart disease. Aides initially said 


he would be” hospitalized only a 
week, then announced July 14 
that he would stay a second week. 

— On'Friday, Yeltsin continued tb- 
work over documents and didn't 
receive any visitors except close 
aides, Medvedev said. 

• Yeltsin’s chief of staff, Sergei 
Filatov, told ITAR-Tass "the pres-, 
ident’s recovery has been going 
on normally." But he claimed. it 
was impossible to prevem Yeltsin 
from working in the hospital. 

"We must ensure that the presi- 
dent fully recover, since we have 
a politically difficult year ahead 
with the president and the parlia- 
mentary election campaigns.”

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German attack planes wait for action over Bosnia 


PIACENZA. Italy (AP) — 
Luftwaffe war planes touched down 
Friday at this air base in northern’ 
Italy, preparing for whnt could be 
the German military's first combat 
mission since World War II. 

The. eight jets landed at Piacenza, 
35 miles southeast of Milan, their,, 
wings adorned with the old Iron 
Cross last seen over the Balkans 
when Hitler invaded Yugoslavia. 

Their pilots are to begin training 
over Italian skies with their NATO 
allies to prepare for a possible major 
air assault on Bosnian Seibs to pun- 
ish them for their brutal attacKS on 
rareas held by the Muslim-led gov- 
ernment. 

"We are combat-ready to cope 
with the simation,” said wing com- 


mander Col. Johann G. Dora, the 
first to land. 

Dora wouldn’t comment on the 
wisdom of entering the war -in the 
former Yugoslavia, saying only: "In 
our unit, no one discusses the pur- 
pose of the mission.” 

. Brig. Gen. Walter Jeriz, comman- 
der of the German air force in Italy, 
said training missions* would start 
next Tuesday or Wednesday. The 
German pilots expeet to be re^y for 
war by August. 

The eight Tornado jets, equipped 
to locate and destroy radar stations, 
are part of a German contribution 
that includes six optical-reconnais- 
sance jets, 12 TVansall cargo planes 
and 500 medics for a field hospital 
in the Croatian port of Split.

EPA will remain WIPP regulator

Public confidence in the sofety of the Waste 
Isolation Pilot Plant will erode if the propo^ radioac- 
tive waste dump is removed from Environmental 
Protection Agency regulation. New Mexico Attorney 
General Tom Udall warned Congress. 

In an appearance before a congressional subcommit- 
tee, Udall said New Mcxico_Congrcssman Rep. Joe 
Skeen's proposal to speed up opening the dump — 
and transfer of low-level waste there from the Idaho 
Notional Engineering Loboratory — could backfire. 

“The public would believe that such o repeal was 
done because WIPP cannot meet the disposal stan- 
dords, is unsafe,” Udall told the House Subcommittee 
on Energy and Power. 

Skeen introduced legislation in May that would shift 


regulation-of the southeastern New Mexico dump from 
EPA to the Department of Energy. The department 
would decide whether the facility near Carlsbad meets 
environmental and safety stnndaids and is fit to open. 

“1 hope this legislation will force .Congress to take 
another look at the situation and do what it con to open 
WIPP in a more timely manner,” Skeen said.

Branen mulls run for U of I job 


' PROVO. Utah (AP) — A Fourth 
District judge has ruled the Utah 
Heritage Foundation has a valid 
easement to the historic Academy 
Square buildings, handing-preser- 
vationists a victory in the battle 
over whether to keep the aging 
buildings. 

The city is expected to appeal 
Judge Guy Bumingham's ruling 
Thursday, while going-ahead with 
another dispute over whether the 
buildings arc dangerous. 

“if we prevail on that, then the 
Heritage Foundation will probably 
appeal. This won’t be over for a 
couple of years," said assistant city 
attorney David Dixon. 

Last year, the city purchased the 
buildings — which housed the 
Brigham Young Academy, the 
forerpnner to Brigham Young 
University — for about $765,000. 
It has signed an agreement to 
demoIish.them and sell the proper- 
ty to Georgetown Development 
Co. The company plans to -build an 
offlee complex and motel on the 
site.

GRACE (AP) — A veteran 
union railroader says Union 
Pacific Railroad shouldn’t be 
allowed to abandon an eastern 
Idaho spur line and the reason it’s 
in such bad shape is that the rail- 
road has done little to maintain it. 

But the only grain company 
using the 6-miIe spur from 
Alexander to Groce said he has no 
objections to abandoning the line. 

Keith Sarbo, Ogden, Utah, mer- 
chandising manager for Farmland 
Grain, said his company only 
shipped 40 cars from the Grace 
line lost year. 

Farmland Grain is the only groin 
shipper that uses' that Grace 
. branch line and has a grain pro- 
ducer who could use rail. But 
Sarbo said the company isn’t 
fighting the railroad’s request. 

“We would rather have had the 
roil,” Sarbo said, “but on the other 
hand, the handwriting on the wall 
was that it was going to cost a lot 
oFmoney and the probability of 
them to put money into it still 
wouldn’t justify the cost of 
repairs.”

Counselors trained to 
deal with such offenders can be

)..Corrections in March, taking over 
, responsibility and funding for many 
functions previously supervised by 
the Department of Health and 
. Welfare. Jn October, start of the coun- 
. ty budget year, counties take over 
, .(Probation and counseling functions. 


Blaine County ofEcials said their 
funding for that purpose is expected 
to be $85,000, but they say that 
might not be enough. 

With serious offenders, Blanchard 
sold, it migjj,t cost more than 
$85,000 jusiiomandlc a few cases. 

County officials said they agreed 
with the Legislature’s goal, to make 
punishment more of a focus in deal- 
ing with^oung offenders' and less 
on rehabilitation.

She explained that treating, or 
seasoning a Dutch oven is the 
process of applying lard or oil to 
it when it’s hot. The lard bakes 
onto the porous iron and creates a 
no-slick surface that won’t flake 
away beneath a metal spatula, as 
commercial no-slick surfaces do. 
she said. The grease also pre- 
vents rust. 

"Once they’re seasoned good, 
they’re as good a non-stick sur- 
face as you can find," Dailey 
agreed. 

There were fewer teams com- 
peting this year than in the past - 
only about seven, as opposed to 
the usual 15 - but the Pioneer 
Days spirit was strong. Many 
contestants wore pioneer cos- 
tumes: bonnets, aprons and felt 
hats.

Soundproof barrier 
goes up along 1-84 


' ■ BOISE (AP) — The Idaho 
Trarispoftation Department is erect- 
ing a concrete block wall for 
almost a mile along Interstate 84 
through Boise to help reduce the 
traflic noise for nearby residents. 

Soundproofing walls arc familiar 
sights in urban centers — 
California has erected 350 miles of 
walls along its highways — but it 
is a first in Idaho. 

Tiic wall will be almost 16 feet 
high along some back yards and 
measures about 8 inches thick. It 
costs about S2S0 a foot, and the 
entire project, slated to be complet- 
ed next year, will cost about SI .2 
million. 

Transportation Department engi- 
neers say soundproofing walls will 
become more common in Idaho os 
a result of growth and federal regu- 
lations. The government requires 
installation of walls whenever an 


interstate moves into an already 
developed area and pfoduccs an 
average wund level of 6%.decibcls 
during a peak period. 

Jim and Pat Gonzales’ home Is in 
a subdivision that predates 
Interstate 84, which was built in the 
1960s. But expanding the interstate 
to six lanes triggered the sound- 
proofing regulation. 

Transportation Department engi- 
neers measured the average high- 
way noise along that highwayjicc- 
tion at 76 decibels, which is about 
10 times louder than a convcrsilT“ 
tional level. 

, By comparison, a lawn mower 
generates about 100 decibels, a car 
horn, produces 1 10 decibels, and a 
jet taking off generates about 120 
decibels. 

At times, noise levels along 
Interstate 84 spike up to 90 deci- 
bels.

CHICAGO (AP) - NFL owners 
on Friday approved the move of the 
Raiders back to Oakland aAer 14 
seasons in Los Angeles. 

The Raiders decided to move lost 
month after rejecting a proposal to 
build a new stadium al Hollywood 
Pork. The move leaves the nation’s 
se'cdnd'largcst mark‘cf"wUh'but“iiri' 
NFL team. Last May the league 
approved the move of the Rams to 
St. Louis. 

Commfssioner Paul Tagliabue 
raid the league would be back in LA 
by 1998, the first year of the 
league’s next television contract, 
either through expansion or with a 
relocated team. 

Oakland has guoronteed S8S mil- 
lion to expand the Coliseum from 
S3, 000 seats to 65,000 in time for 
1996 season. This year, the Raiders 
will practice in Los Angeles *004 
play m Oakland, a reversal of the 
system the team followed in 1981 
when it practiced in Oakland and 
played in Los Angeles. 

The decision retumed the Raiders, 
the team of rebels owned by a rebel, 
to their old home. 

As the NFL owners met to sanc- 
tion Al Davis’ decision to move 
from Los Angeles back to the city 
he deserted in 1982, Tagliabue 
seemed to put aside any doubt by 
' sanctioning tho-move. 

“They moved (to LA) by court 
order over 'league objection,’’ 
Tagliabue said in a memo foxed to 
all 30 owners in preparation for the 
meeting. 

“Silc had said at the time they 
were well supported in Oakland.’’ 
Davis needed approval from 23 of 
the 30 teams for the move. Then 
there is the matter of money. 

''The Roms agreed to pay the NFL 
$29 million aflcr long negotiations 
in which the owners first turned 
down the move and only changed 
their position after threats of law- 
suits. Some owners, notably Edward 
DeBortoIo Jr. of San Francisco, con- 
tinue to want Davis to pay a tarifT 
for moving. 

But Tagliabue and other owners 
note that the coses of the Roms and ' 
Raiders are different because the 
league never wanted them to move. 
Davis had to win an antitrust suit 
moke the move to Los Angeles offi- 
cial. 

'The Raiders developed Oakland os 
on asset. Oakland didn't develop the 



Raiders,'* one club oHicial, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said 
Thursday. “I don’t think they should 
have 10 pay to go back there.’’ 

Meanwhile, not everything is per- 
fect in Oakland, which has pledged 
$85 million to improve the Oakland- 
Alameda Coliseum, adding 118 lux-, 
uty boxes and increasing the seating 
capacity from 53,000 to 65,000. ‘ 
There, the first round of season tick- 
et sales failed to sell out. 

They ore being financed under the 
NFL’s latest fad — started in 
Carolina and continued in Se. Louis 
— permanent seating licenses. 
Under that plan, fans must pay from 
$250 to $4,000 just for the right to 
buy a ticket for the next 10 years. 

The city needed to sell 50,000 to 
fill its goal os part of the $85 mil- 
lion. City and coliseum officials say 
they aren’t worried, but conceded 
the goal fell short. 

“Raider operations in Los 
Angeles have left mueh to be 
desired, and the Coliseum has not 
been a satisfactory stadium,’’ 
Tagliabue wrote in his memo. 

“Visiting teams have been trou- 
bled by stadium conditions; few 
Raider home games are sold out, 
and there are frequent television 
blackouts.” 

Those blackouts could be a posi- 
tive factor in leaving Los Angeles' 
open.

Anderson waits to fill

SUWANEE, Ga. (AP) - Morten 
Andersen spent most of his first 
practice with the Atlanta Falcons on 
Friday watching others handle the 
chores that will be his once his kick- 
ing shoes arrive. 

“I don’t think it’s fair to the 
Falcons or to me coming in and 
everybody expecting me to be 
Superman,” Andersen said. “Norm 
Johnson was on excellent kicker and 
for me to stand here and say I’m 
going to do better than Norm 
Johnson oa field goa!^ would be 
ludicrous because the guy^was 
olmost automatic. 

“But I think 1 can add a dimen- 
sion and certainly save a roster spot 
if that’s what they're looking for 
and I think I can add a dimension on 
kickoffs hopefully that they maybe 
didn’t fee! they had. And 1 feel I'm 
good in clutch situations when the 
game's on the line." 

Andersen, 34, signed a $2.4 mil- 
lion three-year contract with the 
Falcons after passing his physical 
during the team's first training camp 
workout Friday morning.

He was on the field for the 75-

1 CDnnot tell you how disgusted I am 
with the way churches ore treating the 
family of the Rev. Jimmy All?n, former 
president of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. 

Allen's family is riddled with AIDS. He 
has lost a daughter«in*law and a grandson. 

Two sons and another grandson have the 
disease,. One of his sons is gay. The other 
is a former Disciples of Christ clergyman 
who was fired from his pulpit when he 
announced to his congregation that he, his 
wife, Lydia, and sons Bryan and Matt all 
had AIDS. The HIV virus that infected 
Lydia apparently came fh)m a contaminat- 
ed batch of blood. 



That’s all sod enough, ^t when Jimmy 
Allen went about the Dallas area looking 
for a church that would accept 3-year-old 
Matt in its Sunday school, he was rejected 
by every church he approached — and riot 
just Southern Baptist churches. 

Mott, who is now 12, says he believes in 
Cod but doesn’t want anything to do with 
church because “they kicked me out.” 

Allen is on a crusade, speaking to any 
group that will have him. It’s a painful 
time for him, according to a Religion 
News Service story, and he oHen breaks 
down os he tells the family’s story. 

Who wouldn’t? 

Here is a man who has given his life for 
Chrislionity, and when he needs the church 
the most, it rejects him and his entire fami- 
ly- ’ 

I’ve oHen thought the Christion church 
'could be the crudest, the meanest, the 
most uncompassionatc group of people in 
town. Now, I know it. 

I also know that Christians can rally 
around a family when tragedy strikes. I’ve 
seen jhat happerrhundre^ of times. Here 
in the Northland, for example, we have U 
Presbyterian church that is the perfect 
example of how a church should react 
when members turn up with AIDS. 

Tlie pastor of this little church discov- 
ered that one of his fomilies had twins who 
had contacted AIDS throu^ contaminated 
blood. They were infants, just months old 
when the disease was discovered. 

So the church went to woric. The pastor 
started teaching. The church brought in 
experts on AIDS, and before very long, 
people were volunteering to care for the 
children during the week. 

Here is the secret to responding in a 
Christian monner to AIDS in your congre- 
gotion; 

You have to Start teaching and organiz- 
ing now before the disease strikes your 
congregation. Listen, pilgrims, this is the 
most terrible scourge of this centyry — 
you have to be prepared to respond with 
mercy. . 

First, somebody has to emphasize over - 
and over that people get AIDS through 
sexual activity, infected blood ond.con{a- 
mihated needles. You don't get it from 
shaking hands or hugging. You don’t get 
it from eating food prepared by someone 
with AIDS. 

Second, every congregation ought to 
have a brigade of trained people ready to 
care for AIDS patients. For the training, 
bring in doctors or nurses who have 
worked with AIDS patients. Enlist the 
help. of people who would be willing to 
cook food, clean the living space or just 
sit bedside and hold the patient's hand. 

Third, just to make sure that evetyone 
knows how the congregation is going to 
respond, the governing board should draw 
up a policy that spells out precisely how 
the congregation will conduct itself. And 
there should be' a line in the policy that 
states plainly that the congregation will 
never turn a person away but will wel- 
come everyone with the love of Christ. 

The most disturbing aspect of the Allen 
story is that the churches in Dallas turned 
away, the family of a prominenb man. If 
they can do that, one wondcra how many 
men and women who are not well known ' 
have been turned away. The numbers must 
be staggering. 

'i will tell you again, the' churches that 
welcome everyone will be the winners. 
Isn’t it obvious why churches in this nation 
-are declining?

Ministering in Seattle 

Jerome youths, inner city kids find common ground

JEROME - 'The youth from Jerome’s 
First Presbyterian Church went to Seattle 
to. share the gospel with inner-city chil- 
dren. 'They did that', and more. 

According to the group’s mission 
stotement, the “Presbyterian Urban 
Ministry Parish (PUMP)” is intended to 
foster cooperation and partnership 
among member churches and the greater 
Christian community in woys that wit- 
ness to the power of community which is 
created by the Holy Spirit. 

The assignment for the week-long July 
trip was to create activities for chapel 
time, an arts and crafts project and 
indoor/outdoor activities for large groups 
of children enrolled in a Presbyterion- 
sponsored summer school. The young 
missionaries also sat in on the academic 
portion of the school and provided sup- 
port and assistance whenever a teacher 
asked for it. 

“They told us the kids were education- 
ally challenged,” said John Ricketts, one 
of the missionary youths. “But they were 
more like educationally advanced." 

Added Aaron Jenkins, a visitor to 
Idaho from Washington who went along 
on the trip, “They more taught us more 
than we taught them.” 

But the volunteers set out to make 
their ovm contributions, too. 

Marcia Jaro, an adult leader who 
accompanied the young missionaries, 
talked about a little girl named Yishi. 

“You could see that everything was - • 
shoop - right over her head,” Joro said. 

Allhou^ Yishi had been in the sum- 
mer school for two weeks, no one had 
yet discovered that she had only been in 
the country since May. She neither spoke 
nor understood English. 

The Jerome volunteers found another

During the crafl times, the kids made, 
placemats out of the fdaho stole seals and 
worked with indigenous flowers and 
windsocks - and bread. 

Most of the children had never seen 
pre-harvested wheat or eaten shelled-out 
wheat and were shocked by the Idaho 
kids munching on the small kernels, 
group members reported. They also 
didn’t believe that something as awful- 
tasting as wheal germ could make a tasty 
treat like gum. 

To give the city kids a taste of country 
life, the mission group took along a 4-H 
photo album.

COLORADO SPRINGS. Colo. — Pot 
Buchanan, Phil Gmmm, Lamar Alexander 
and Alan Keyes have all made political pil- 
grimmages to James Dobson’s offices 
looking out onto Pike’s Peak. 

In Washington, the president of Focus 
on the Family re^ulo’rly meets with House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich and has met >yith 
Senote Majority Leader Bob Dole. 

The prize each seeks is the support of the 
psychologist who reaches 5 m.ijrjon 
Americans each week who listen to his 
daily, half-hour broadcast' on 1,500 U.S. 
radio stations. 

But lately, that prize has seemed increas- 
ingly out of reach. The influential Christian 
conservative has become on outspoken 
critic of a Republican leadership that he 
contends has become “wishy-washy” on 
moral issues such os abortion. 

The warning he has sent out to 2 million 
Focus on the Family constituents and more 
than 100,000 pastors is that Republicans 
arc taking o walk on moral issues such as 
abortion and gays In the military. If they 
continue to pursue a “big-tent" strategy 
that avoids taking a stond on moral issues 
in the interest of porty unity, Dobson says, 
it will be conservative Christians who walk 
out in large enough numbers to insure a^ 
Democratic victory. 

"Wc’Il see how much unity there is 
when they have been thrown out of ofTlce,'’ 
Dobson declares. 

- In a recent interview and in remarks 
before a group of seculor religion writers, 
Dobson gave no sign of letting up pressure 
on the Republican hierarchy to turn their 
attention to moral issues afier months of 
emphasizing economic issues. 

Republican Notional Committee 
Chairman Holey Barbour said in a letter to 
Dobson that the phrase “big tent” means to 
him that the GOP is an open party. One of . 
the great Republicon successes of the post 
two years, he sold, was the ability of the 
party's condidates to win support from vot- 
ers on both sides of the abortion issue. 

But that attitude, Dobson said, in some 
ways makes him admire the Democrats 
more because he says at least they let you 
know where they stand on the abortion 
issue. 

In trying to ploy it “safe” by avoiding the 
issue, Dobson says, what Republicans are 
really demonstrating “is o lack of courage." 

The hundreds of thousands of people 
who write. Focus on the Family each 
month, and large numbers of the evangeli- 
col voters who he said provided 43 percent 
of the Republican voters in their landslide 
victories last fall, arc not primarily con- 
cerned with economic issues, according to 
Dobson. 

Whot they ore concerned about is their 
own families, and issues such os abortion, 
homosexuality and pornography — con- 
cerns that this society is in a moral freefall, 
Dobson said.. 

“Those folks would work like crazy for a 
candidate who gives voice to those con- 
cerns,” Dobson said. 

Dobson said he will never endorse a can- 
didate, but of the candidates out there now, 
Buchanan, the conservative commentator, 
and Keyes, a former ambassador to the 
United Nations, come the closest to repre- 
senting the concerns of conservative 
Christians. 

However, Dobson said, the GOP party 
leadership does not oppear to be moving in 
the same direction. He cites as an example 
a recent Gingrich fund-raising letter that 
didjiot mention abortion or family issues.

Key experiences, 
beliefs that set 
off Pcntecostals 


To know what Pentecostalism is, it’s essen- 
tial to know what a Pentecostal does, since they 
define themselves os much by shared experi- 
ences as written doctrines. The key experiences 
and beliefs that distinguish Pcntecostals and 
charismatics Trom most mainline Christian 
faiths include: 

• Baptism in the Holy Spirit, where tlic spirit 
of God fills a believer and empowers him to 
catty out God's will. Pcntecostals call the Holy 
Spirit "the forgotten member of the Trinity,” 
which also includes God and Jesus Christ. 

• Speaking in tongues, a language unfamiliar 
to the user but presumed to be a gift from God. 

• Passionate prayer that ranges from hand- 
clapping to dancing, from raising arms to pip- 
ing in with the pastor. 

• Divine healing, where prayer can make the 
sick well. 

• Other miracles of the kind written pbout in 
the Bible, which are as likely today as 2.000 
yeais ago. 

•• Personal testimony, where worshipers 
shore witli fellow parishioners stories of mira- 
cles and other works of God .they’ve experi- 
enced. 

• Narrative theology, where preaching and 
other oral traditions ore at least as important os 
texts like the Bible. 

• Millennialism, a belief that Christ will 
return and God will establish a new kingdom 
on earth. 

• Evangelical fervor, where believers try to 

win converts in preparation for the return of 
Christ ■ 

• Less hierarchy, with local pastors and 
parishioners playing more important roles than 
in mainline faiths in determining a congrega- 
tion’s policies and practices. 

» High lay participation, so much so that it’s 
often tough to tell pastor from parishioners du^ 
ing prayer services. 

Followiog is a glossary of terms used to 
describe hundf^ of millions of Christians in 
the United States and around'the world. 
They’re also easily misundostood. with respect 
to who they describe and how they overlap. 

' Pentecostal: The world’s fastest-growing 
faith, which began in 1901 and emphasizes pw- 
sonal, highly energetic worship along with 
experiences such as baptism in the Holy Spirit, 
tongues speaking and spiritual healing. 

• Chonsmatic: A movement be^nning in the 
1960s whose members embrace most , 
Pentecostal beliefs — from baptism in the Holy 
Spirit to ecstatic worship — but maintain mem- 
bership in Catholic, Baptist, Methodist and 
other mainline faiths, or in unaffiliatcd church- 
es. 

• Fundamentalist: Groups of Christians. 

Jews,' Hindus and others who sec themselves os 
staving off corrupting scculor influences and as 
lone defenders of their faith’s bedrock values. 
The term is most often used in reference to 
Christians who see the bibtc as the final word 
on faith, brook little dissent and argue .against 
alcohol, tobacco, drugs and other “worldly 
amusements." i 

'• Evangelical: Protestants who affirm the 
Bible’s authority, emphasize the need for {»• 
sonol conversion and tiy to spread their beliefs 
by converting others. Unlike fundamentalists, 

' jcvongelicals'see the Bible os key but not the 
touchkone on every matter, and they're more 
willing to work with Christians who don't share 
tlwirWicfs.

“Murder Ranks 2nd ns Cause of Postal 
Workers' On-Job Deaths.” said a headline 
on an Associated Press sto^' that listed five 
' other post o£Dce incidents in recent history, 
including the 1986 slaughter of 14 co-work- 
ers by an employee in the Edmond, Okla., 
post oflice.

siOed through some statistics this week and 
reported this: Postal work is one of the safest 
occupations in the Job pool. Postal workers 
are not evcruiSilip on the Department of La- 
bor's scaleW.,1993 occupational fatalities, 
no matter how the statistics arc compiled — 
by job- related accident or homicide, 

“Being a.postal worker is not a dangerous 
occupation, even though wc have that im- 
pression," 'Toscano said. He contends that's 
because most of the shootings have been 
highly publicized. 

The Oklahoma tragedy was a major rw- 
tional story because of its 14 deaths, he said. 
Many of the other post ofnee shootings also 
claimed multiple victims. "That means they 
get a lot of hype." 


Despite the impression given by postal 
incidents and Wednesday's fatal shooting 
-of-fbur-employees^jf-thd-Gity-of-Los-Angc— 
les* General ^rvices Department — appar- 
ently a disgnmtied co-worker — oflices 
arc not on the list of the most lethal job set- 
tings.' 

There ore dozens of more dangerous oc- ' 
cupations, said Toscano, on economist with 
the Bureau of Labor 'Statistics. “We just 
started compiling census data on fatal occu- 
pations two years ago,” he sai± “Wc have 
30 data elements about each inddent, so it is 
very specific.” 

Using the U.S. Census data, the bureau 
has various ways to rank fatal workplaces, 
he said. “You con look at them by numbers 
or by risk.” 

“Numbers” arc’ the total number of people 
killed by accident in on occupation. In 1993 
(the' lotest year available), trackers led the 
list with 699 killed. But,'he added, there ore 
probably a million trackets, so that isn't a 
hi^ fatality rate. ' 

“Risk" IS meosured by the number of 
workers killed in relationship to the number 
employed. On that scale, commercial fisher- 


men lead the list "There were 79 fatalities ' 
in 1993 (mostly from boating mishaps) and 
ther e nrp only s n,non in the U nit ed 
States.” Toscano said. 'Those numbers put 
commercial fi^in^ at the top of the “high 
risk” occupation list with a ratio of 155 fa- 
talities per 100,000 workers. (The luitionaL 
average is five fatalities per 100,000.) 

Outdoor jobs are the most dangerous.. 
Ranking second in fatal work injuries are 
timbtf cutters (133 per 100,000), followed 
by oirplonc pilots (103 per 100,000) and 
stnictuial metal workers (76 per 100,000). 

’ Also making the list ore taxicab drivers (50. 
per 100,000), electrical installers (38 per 
100,000), fann operators (36 per 100,000) 
and construction laborers (33 f»r 100,000). 

“As for postal workers,” Toscano said, 
“you have to remember there are more than 
750,000, and they have hod something like 
30 killed in the last 10 years. So the risk be- 
comes very low t- about one per 100,000." 

But the recent postal shooting headlines 
do bring up another disturbing worIq>Iace 
trend, Toscano said: “Like the society in 
general, there is a trend toward more per- 
sonal violence.”

But before rushing in to buy up 
shares in Alcan or Quaker Oats, in- 
vestors should heed a word of cau- 
tion from Tom- McManus, equity 
strategist with Morgan' Stanley in 
New York.
